They that have a Fulneſs of the Graces, 
Vertues, or Fruits of the Spirit, may be faid 
to be filed with the Spirit. For It 1s not. to 
be filled with its Eſſence without Operation, 
nor its Filling and Operations without na- 
tural Faculties : and natural Light improved 
with the Spirit bettereth and aſliſts, and doth 
not deſtroy. Arid all extraordinary and 
ordinary Gifts, or Fillings of the Spirit, 
takes in for its effecting our Help. The 
ſacred Scriptures, or Counſel of God, by 
which we are to be guided here to glory 
hereafter ; ſo that they which by the help 
of the Spirit, have the holy Scriptures in an 
holy, humble, and ſober Underſtanding, 
plentifully in'them ; without which none 1s 
capable

capable to worſhip the Lord , in Spirit and 
Truth 3 they may be ſaid to be filled with 
the Spirit, bringing the holy Scriptures to 
their Remembrance, leading them into all 
Truth, ſhewing them things to come, yet. 
unfulfilled, inabling them to learn and ſing 

the holy Pſalms, Hymns, and Spiritual Songs, © 
in the holy Scriptures. There is no filling 
of the Spirit contrary to the holy Scrip- 
tures, nor can the whole Church. be filled 
with the Spirit, but the Matter muſt be holy 
Scripture; and it's a Command to the whole 
Church to ſpeak in, or to themſelves in 
Pſalms, &c. which mult be Scriptural Pſalms, 
Hymns and Spiritual So91gs, becauſe they are 


ſo, and can be no other. | > Mb 

, Now ſpeaking to your ſelves, is our laſt 
Engliſh Tranſlation, and good enough here 
and one may as well except againſt eyery 
word elſe as the word To. And ſo. the Un- 
learned in Greek muſt either believe you 
againſt 1t, or it againſt you, which if not very 
credulous, they will adhere to the latter ; 
both cannot, 1t being an uncertain Sound. 
I do not think that Pool were of your opinion 
about Singing, but on the contrary : And I 
tell you by the way, that Divine Things or 
Myſteries muſt not be brought to Words, 
but Words muſt be brought. to them. It 
would be exceeding unſound (as hath been 
ſhewn) to bring the Senſe of the Text to 
yours: and thoſome Criticks might pick at 
Words, as you and others, yet if you were.

But I will ſuppoſe that ſome may hawe a 
Gift, or by learning to ſpeak ſuch a Tongie 
at ſome time in the Church-Aſſemblies, a: 
none could either underſtand, being all elſe 
unlearned, (as it may ſo be) 1 Cor. 14.'YVerfe 
16, 23, 24. and cannot interpret what 
is by ſuch an one ſpoken, the Holy Spirit 
ſhews the inexpediency of his ſpeaking, and 
forbids its uſe in the 'Chutch at'ſuch a tinfe -

ſo contradictory to them, that they will not 
| ſuffer themto uſe common Diſcretion to

&c. as that they may not loſe the Benefit 
and Bleſſing in Union and Communion with 
the Church throughout all the Aſſembly, but 
| as Epheſ. 5, muſt have a whole —_— Si- 
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lent-Meeting awhile ? So ſome at Corinth 
might keep the like. This is a ſtrayge 
Tongue, a part of Quakeriſm. But the 
Spirits of the Prophets are ſubject to the 
Prophets in this Caſe alſo, that ic doth not 
put them upon. Diſorder, Confuſion or 
Indecency : And whatſoeyer any one's Gift 
or Learning may be, (for we muſt take no- 
tice of both, and not any great difference 
between them neither) for they that have 
learned a Tongye, are not inferiour to them 
that received it by Gift, as you may ſee in 
this Chapter : they, I ſay, muſt not in- 
terfere, or cauſe them to be ſpeaking to 
themſelves, and to God, 'in a filent mute 
frame, to either hinder themſelves,or others, 
from the benefit of the Ordinances of God.in 
all the Aſſemblies continuance together : for 
every thing is beautifpl in its time ; but ſo 
is not the whole Church, nor any of her 
Members in her Aſſemblies, to be mute and 
ſilent, and yet ſpeaking to themſelves in 
ſinging Pſalms, Hymns, and Spiri:ual Songs, 
making Melody in their Heart to God, nor 
any to withdraw his Communion from , the 
Church at that inſtant, and be ſpeaking to 
himſelf and to God in filence: I do not 
queſtion but ſuch might ſpeak at a conve- 
njent time and place, in uttering all his Mat- 
ter by word of Mouth to himſelf, and to 
God, and offend not, if he did it not as 
ſome do, to be heard and not underſtood of 
others, which myſt be his deſign that ſpeaks 
LES -— 2  whers 
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where none can underſtand him. 

The' Holy Spirit did not give the Church 
Directions and Rules for that Time and Ge- 


neration only, or how extraordinary Gifts 
might be uſed, only the Lord knowing what - 


Gitts, N atural or Spiritval, he would 'give, 
and what is fitteſt for our Generation, which 
theſe Rules reſpeCt all at all times. 


I come to your ſecond Part of the Foun: 
dation, as you call it, 'Coleff: 3. 16. to which 
you ſay, «* You confeſs, that vocal Singing 
« is here to be underſtood, otherwiſe it 
& could not be Teaching and Admoniſhing 
* to others in Word and Deed, Verſ. 17. 
Pag. 3. 

* Bur you intend us nothing by this your 
Confeſſion, you reſtrain it abſolutely to Mi- 
niſtring Brethren; whoſe Work and Office 
it 1s to teach and admoniſh the other Mem- 
bers ; and to ſuch tao only, as by an extra- 
ordinary Gift of the'Spirir, ſuch vocal Sing- 
ing which was uſed in the Primitive Apoſto- 


lical Church of Chriſt, which you ſay WAS»: . 


and cannot be denied. * 


All you ſay makes this Propoſi tion follow- 
ing, viz. 
' That ſome one Perſon at a time 'may fi ing 
in the Church, if he have received a Spiri- 
tual Gift, (as Tongues and working of Mi- 
racles wete received) that he can extempo- 
rarlally, as the Spitit giveth him utterance, 


and” Inſtantly ſnggeſteth into his Mind,

But how if there were never any ſuch, 
(may we look for it) ? It iseyident that the 
Holy Spirit requires all things ſhould be done 
according to Mens natural underſtanding, 

whether they had Gifts or none, whether 
they had Learning or were Unlearned, whe- 
ther they were Believers or Unhelievers : 
And that Underſtanding ſhould be admitted 
in the diſpoſing and. ordering their Gifts 
and Duties, tbat even every. one here men- 
tioned might receive Profit ; ſo that all what 
you call Extraordinary, fell under the no- 
tice of all ordinary Capacities when de- 
monſtrated unto them : I ſhall make this 
a Maxim all my way. 


Now I muſt ' take what you have ſaid 
about this to pleces, as I have done the other. 
You ſay Coloſf. 3. 16. is meant of Miniſtring 
Brethren, whoſe. Work and Office it is to 
Teach, &c. But the Text 1s plain, that it 
is written to all the Members as ſuch, becauſe 
not one Verſe in all the Epiſtle can be taken 
from them, or doth ſpeak to any other Fand 
the Holy Spirit particularizeth them as Mem- 
bers, (ror even Paſtors are Members 100) 
vic, Wives, Husbands, Children, Parents, 
Servants, Malters, comprehend the gr 


and all the diſtintion that is, that

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which were Members only ſhould ſay to te 


chippme, Take heed to the Miniſtry which thou 
haſt received in the Lord, that thin fulfil it. 
ho muſt ſay this to their Paſtor ? who 
auſt ſee this Epiſtle read amongſt them, and 
that-it be read in the Church at Laodicea ? 
It is no Particular of what degree ſoever, 
that the Holy Spirit made a Depoſitum to, 
or concredited the Epiſtles with ; the Church 
conſiſteth not of them, but they of her. 
I may be bold to aſſert, That thoſe Hearts 
in which the Word of Chriſt dwells moſt 


richly, contain the greateſt . Treaſures of

and able to ſave their Souls. Which takes 
in all the Holy Scriptures, and whatſoever 
1s contained in them, and no other Word, 
or contrary thereto, from the Library of

_ Chriſt, as he is one with the Father and Ho. 


ly Spirit from all Eternity, in ſameneſs and 
oneneſs of Effence and Divine Nature, in 
which all Three are One only God.

Secondly, To let the Word of Chriſt dwell in 
e richly in all Wiſdom ; truly it being a Com- 
mand, not for one Age, but all Times and 
Saints; not miraculous Gifts or Qperations, 
except all Saints Gifts may be called ſo, (and 
truly too ) this 4s verily to continue always, 
as long as the danger that Men may be 


drunk with Wine ;, ſo long as that is to be. 


avoided, ſo long Saints are to be fille with 
the Spirit, and ſo long are they to let the 


Word 
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Word of Chrift dwell richly in them in all Wif- 
dom, to diret its Improvement and holy 
Uſe, and apainſt the Vice of Drunkennefs. 
And here again 1 add, Prov. 15. 23. & 25. 


11, 12+ A Man hath Fay by the Anſwer of his 


Mouth + viz. If his Mouth anfwereth faira- 
bly, timeing and ſubjefting his words a- 
right, he hath Joy. a Word ſpoken, iset- 
ther one Expreſſion, or a Theam, or Speech, 
Song or Doctrine ; in its ſeaſon, how good 
it is? It is fitly ſpoken upon the Wheel,

Which 
ſheweth that all Wiſdom is required to the 
improvement of the rich in-dwelling Word 
of Chriſt, that all che parts thereof may be 
diſpoſed fo, as the Method of all our Duties 


may fall in their proper places,and nor diſturb, 


hinder, or interfere with one another, &c. 
Prayer in its fit time, Singing in its fit time, 
Preaching in its fit time in the Church, and 
all other Duties in their ſeaſon ; ſo are 
they beautiful in their time, 2nd under what: 
preterice ſever, in the time of thoſe Sea- 
ſons, they muſt nor be inverted. As for 
Inſtance, When the Church is come toge- 
ther, and mutually conſenteth that one of 
them ſhould prezch the Word 1n a Known 
Tongue, becauſe there is not then rhete: at

Prayer, Singing, Preaching, Communion 
at the Lord's Table, Colleftion, Diſcipline, 
arethe permanent ſtanding Ordinances of the 
Church of Chriſt, without exception to be 
made againſt any one of them, only Singing 
1s called in queſtion, wherefore 1 ſhall mainly 
ſpeak to it z wherefore thele two Texts 
Ephef. 5. and Colefſ. 3. do require a Social 
Singing, as well as a Vocal Singing, which 15 
confeſſed on Coloff. tho reſtrained to a Mini- 
ſtring Brother as his Work and Office : I 
have already proved it to be commanded to 
the wholeChurch.

feeing-there is neither difference in the 
Things-to be ſung,- both Places ſay'the ſame; 
viz. Palms, Hymns, and Spirityal Songs,' 
and both require*theJike Singing and md- 
king Melody 1n the Heart to the Lord; where- 
fore 'it* muſt -be'Igtorance -(or worſe) that 
ſhall limit one-ſhorr"of the _ -and-the:

Now the Church of Chriſt at Colofſe had a 
Precept given them to fing Vocally,” and: So- 
clally, Pſalms, Hymns, and Spiritual Songs, 
as Part of God's Worſhip, ſo have all the 
Churches of Chriſt in the Warld to the end 
thereof, all this ſtands together againſt all 


Oppoſition. QC Nor 
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' Nor is one or other of the-Churches told 
- that the Pſalms, Hymns, and Spiritual Songs, 


ſhould be an.extemporary Gift, inſtantly re- 


vealed as they were together in their Church- 
Meeting, and ſung all of it by, that Perſon 
_ only to whom by the Spurl that Gift was gi- 

ven, nor forbid to ſing all; or that the 
Pſalms, Hymns, and Spirjtual Songs Wn the 
Holy Scripture, muſt not. be ſung in the 
Church, which ſeeing they had been in con- 
ſtant uſe afore, and were no Type nor Sha- 
dow, muſt ttWefore be contigued. And fur- 
thermore, I will again put the caſe, That 
there were but one Inſtance of an Infant 
Baptized, would not all eſteem that Man 
mad and out of his Wits, that ſhould deny 
it to be practiſed now, though it had been 
done by the greateſt Spiritual gifted Perſon 
in the Primitive Times? And would not all 


Men rather conclude, the greater the Mini- 


ſter, the greater 1s the Confirmation and Ap- 
probation of the thing practiſed ? 
Wherefore, 'Iſay, ſeeing you grant that 
Pſalms, Hymns, and Spiritual Songs, in the 
Worſhip of God in thePrimitive Times, let 
the Perſons be what they will.; then it is the 
greater Confirmation of the practice, and is 
ſo far from taking it away. that it both ſeals 
the Truth, and Authority of the Continu- 
ance of it unto the end of the World, as be- 
ing that, which among other things, Chriſt 
commanded his Diſciples. to teach the Obſcr- 
vation of, ail 
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All your Alligations are no better than 
thoſe of the Non-Churchers, who deny ei- 
ther Baptiſm, Breaking: of Bread,” and' all 
Ordinances of Chriſt to .be obſerved and 
practiſed by any in our Days... And they ſay 
that becauſe Chriſt and his Apdſtles; by: mi- 
raculous Power, - preached. and adminiſtred 
Baptiſm, and other Ordinances 1n ''the 
Churches in their Times, that we ſhould im- 
pole it on all Men and. Women now as bind- 
ing and conſtant; and ſhew not alike'Power : 
we do, they ſay, impoſe that Authority on 
them we never bad, becauſe we have not the 
like Power; and could we ſhew them. it, 
they would readily ſybmit to all the things 
we pradile, could they ſeeſuch Adminiſtra- 
tors. All that do theſe things now run afore 
they are ſent, and at without Commiſſion, 
they being only Spiritoal gifted extraordina- 
ry Perfons that were. ſo commiſſioned, and 
could work Miracles, and they wait for God 
{ending ſuch. EH 
The Ranters in their time ſaid,God was gone 
ont of Scripture-Forms, and therefore they ought 
70t to be obſerved, The Quakers, their Suc- 
cellors, faid, Scripture-Forms are Shells withont 
Kernels, and Shadows without Subſtances, and 
710t to be obſerved. Moſt what you fay againſt 
Scriptural Pſalms, Hymns, and' Spiritual 
Songs, ſung in the Church, is like all this ; I 
wiſh you may make a good Retreat, for you 
areon aPrecipice,and all that admire you—s: 
for you qught not to take upon your ſelf to 
| C z | deny 
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deny that in one Church, which you confeſs 
to: be in another by the Lord's Allowance ; ; 
you to confeſs Singing'to be a Primitive Pra- 
ctice in the. Churches in the Worſhip of God, 
and deny irs Continuance, all the miraculous 


Spiritual Gifts did confirm 'to us all the Du- 


ties which God rRe_ag the Churches to 
practiſe. 

- Now, inaſmuch as you confeſs that God 
doth. not require more'of his Church and 
Peoplethan he bath given them Abilities to 
perform,” pag. 43. it being irrefragably pro- 
ved, that: God doth require all his Church, 
throughout all Ages, to fing Pſalms, Hymns, 
and Spiritual Songs; it doth likewiſe confirm 
and alſure us, that he hath given them Abili- 
ties and Qualifications *to- perform it, tho 
not that which you” run upon, and would 
have, yet that which doth ſufficiently, and 
to God acceptably, anſwer his Requirement, 
which is his Churches Patrimony, that 'you 
Tabour to deprive her of, but ſhall never 
prevail. ' |

What you 
would have by this new coined A ppehation 'of 
the Eflence : - ſure I am 1 have heard your 
Notion counted-a dull Invention for it. : :Do 
you know what your Alertion about the 
. Eſſence of. Duties being in the Heart or Spi- 
rit,doth and may tend to-? even to the exchu- . 
ſion of ;all vocal diſcharge or external Per- 
formance, of every: Ordinance of Chriſt; 
but eſpecially your abſurd. and vile Notion 
aboutathe Eilence of Sin;!. 1s to be abhorred, 
as leading into ſuch an Errour that- your 
weak- head cannot perceive, nor are.you a- 
ware of. God deliver our People from ſach 
a Teacher. All I can gather about ir is, that 
whether Singing, Praycr,z or Teaching, &c. 
and you do grant all three to have been-in 
the Pcimitive Church, that except they: be 
firſt truly rooted in the Heart, whatſoever 
is In the Tongye only, 45 not. acceptabſe-to 
God : And that many times all three-may 
be inwardly in the Heart, in the Subſtance 
of them, it mult be underſtood; for there 
is no need to draw: them forth in length 
between our: Heart and God, to ſpeak to 
him, as muſt apd ought 'to be to one /ano- 
ther ; :for Prayer and Singing as well as 
Teaching is to-be--uſed outwardly for Edi: 
fication. I ſee little in this firſt Partictlar

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for indeed that 1s no proper Singing at all : 
for though there is a mental Praying, yet 
no proper mental Singing, which you dq 
not it feems underſtand, or otherwiſe will 
not grant; though -all Mankind generally 
as one Man' will tell: you 'tis ſo: All are 
agreed abont proper Singing, #. e. what a 
kind 'of Adt it is of the bodily Organ, as 
they are agreed, what Speaking, Reading, 
Preaching or Crying 1s, &c. though you 
are not : the Objetions you mak®, and 
Anſwers are infignificant. = — 
2, Of David's Pſalms. You ſay there was 
no Inſtitution of Singing before David's 
time (that wordInſtitution 1s not in Scrip- 
ture, not that I gain-ſay its uſe, if perti- 
 nently placed. I have affirmed Pſalms and 
Songs were appointed to be ſung, and com- 
manded before David's time, in Worſhip ta 
God, and that is as ſufficient as any Inſti- 
tution can be; ſo that your Denial is of na 
yalve, nor all you ſay about wilderneſs-State, 
or your Notion in Parallels between 1ſrae! 
after ths Fleſh in all the. time afore David, 
and {© with the Goſpel. 7/rael all the time 
til Chriſt's ſecond Coming, and between 
David's and Solomon's time,- and the ſeventh 
thouſand Years reign, which is but Con- 
ceit, and not for ro eſtabliſh Ordinances 
nor our” worſhipping of God upon, no'more 
than that very little time of Solomn?s Tem- 
ple top-Glory could be a Type of -as little 
time of the Glory you promiſe your ſelf. 
>; EO | But 
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But that Singing ſhould be a Type, and all 
_ the time till David a Type, and David's 
Pſalms Type ; and all the time from Chriſt's 
coming in the Fleſh a Type, till his ſecond 
Coming. Moſes's Tabern cle was a Temple, 
t Sam. 3. 3. In New Fer»/alem there ſhallbe 
no Temple ;. for whatſoeyer any may think 
about a thouſand: years Reign on this Earth, 
and Chriſt's perſonal Preſence all that time, 
yet it is no Article of Faith on which Com- 
munion depends, nor the Lord's preſent Wor- 
ſhip. I ſay, all Types were fulfilled in Chriſt, 
who was and is the Body of all Shadows : 
and whatſoever did annul the Tabernacle 
and its Appurtenances which ſes made, 
did alſo annul and diſlolye Solomon's Temple, 
and all its Top-glory. 1 have ſeen Met, and 
to my ſorrow their Madneſs, who begun af- 
ter this rate, and at length taught that the 
Jews muſt poſſeſs the Land of literal Canaan, 
and build a third Temple, propheſied of by 
Ezekiel, and offer all the Sacrifices, and ob- 
ſerve the whole Law, till the Meſſial's coming 
to reign, and ſhould fing too (though we 
may not:) and I can tell what End they 
made. 

Some make a great doe with perſonalReign, 
and 1000'years, as if the knowledg thereof 
was of ſuch import and concernment, and

nothing like it ; and whatever is their Text, 
that is their Faith and Doctrine too. But I 
ſce no ſuch Cauſe nor Conſequence : for it

nite Bleſſedneſs, which will have no end, pre- 
yall not, I deſpair that,1000 years ſhould,:

ſenſible and. ending ObjeRs, and viſible cor- 
poral Things, and: pleaſing carnal Enjoy- 
ments, the Delights whereof the like: Na- 
ture can take in-and apprehend ; but ſuch.as 
are liviſible Realities and- eternal, they have 
no ſuitable Principle to, nor ſatisfaftory Ap- 
prehenſions of: And therefore from ſuch [- 
deas as correſpond therewith, like Tempe, 
Elyzaum, Helicon, Parnaſſus, and the Turks 
Paradiſe, and the Jews preſent hopes that 
when their Meſſiah comes, they ſhall be made 
Lords, and enjoy all wordly Enjoyments a- 
bove other Nations, and feaſted on-Behemorh, 

Zt, and the Wine of Paradiſe. Carnal things 
fuit carnal Minds, which have induced ſome 
into irregular Courſes, 'And yet this I will 
fay more: and how far your- Notions tend 
that way, which have no ground and leſs 
fraits to Edification, but are Notions taking 
up Mens Minds and Time too from practical 
Doctrines ; And I care not who knows. it, 
That 1 bad rather be j Ignorant of ſome things 
God may give his Saints hereafter, than be 
ignorant or neyligent in what | is. my preſent 
daty to do. It is'not for want:what to ſay, 


| that I paſs many of your Lines; but becauſe

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obtruding, by an huge pretence of Zcal, thoſe

3. As to preſcribed Songs and Hymns,and 
precompoſed, I ſhall ſay little; let them that 
either uſe them, or are for them, anſwer for 
themſelves: Yet I do not ſce any thing you 
have offered 'to amount to a ſolid Confuta- 
tion, as you may hear more when I come to 
1 Cor. 14, So I ſhall paſs at preſent.your 
third Particular ; for whatever Truth you 
oppoſe, your many Arguments and Proofs A- 
2ainſt it ſignify nothing. | 

4. Of Womens Singing, &c. Yol ſay, 
** That Women ought neither to teach _nor 
« pray vocally in the Church of Chriſt, is 
** generally believed by all Orthodox Chri- 
ct ſtians, and: ſay it is allerted from 1 Cor.. 
m I 4. 345 33s 

But we mult conſider who you call Ortho- 
dox, &c. If you mean ſuch as agree in Fun- 
damentals of Faith, though they differ in 
Ordipances, then you take in for Orthodox 
Epiſcopacy, Presbyterians, Independents, &c. 
who all are for Womens ſinging 'in the Church, 
and teaching too, if ſinging Pſalms and Hymns 
and ſpiritual Songs be teaching, as it is in 
your ſenſe, elſe they are none of them Or- 
thodox, or elſe all are not againſt Womens 
ſinging and teaching in the Church, for they 
are for Womens ſinging in the Church. 

But if you will reſtrain the word Ortho- 
dox_ Ghriſtians unto ſome. certain Profeſſars. 
diftin& from them all, .(and account them 
Hete- 
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Heterodox) then youſteal away in a Prefum- 
tion not hinted, and is next toa ſtrange 
ongue : For if you ſay the firſt, you are 

falſe tro your own knowledg, and all Ortho- 

dox Chriſtians do not generally believe it, 
but otherwiſe.; elſe that Women ſinging in 
the Church Pſalms, Hymns and ſpiritual Songs, 
as part of God's Worſhip, is not that Teach- 

Ing ts the Church which they are forbidden 

to dO. | 
Women are under heavy Circumſtances, 

if all ſpiritual things ſome imagine are to be 
impoſed upon them ; and what they are 
winked at in Civils, which is forbidden in 
the Word of God, *tis no marvel they are 

- of ſolittle account, and uſeleſs in the Church. 
Yet Women do ſpeak and teach in the 

Church, and muſt do ſo in their giving an ac- 

count of their Converſion and their Faith, 

ſometimes long and excellently too, and ex- 
ceeding ſome Men, teaching by experience, 
in telling what God hath done for theirSouls, 
and in-giving their Evidence and Witneſs to 
Accuſations in the Rule of Diſcipline, where 
fome teach and ſpeak notably, and reprove 
ſoundly alſo, and give Information that can- 
not be gain-ſaid ; and yet this neither claſhes 
nor neceſſarily deſtroys the Word of God, 
nor leaves us without a Rule of Worſhip, 
though it may Mens Ignorance : None of 
thoſe Teachibgs or Speakings are ſuch as 

Women are forbidden, or. commanded. to 

learn in ſilence with ſubjection. And they 

- ſpeak 
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ſpeak in' the Church when they tell the next 
to them the Proofs which were quoted ; this 
is familiar, and yet breaks no Rule ;, of what 
you pretend (if you have not ſpoken the 
Truth, you are at a loſs how to find it) ſo 
yon be in more things than this. For It is e- 
vident” you confound things, not mindin 
Marters contained in the Word of God, whic 
is ſuch a ſweet Harmony, as there is no Ab- 
ſurdity nor ContradiCtion 1n ir. 

There is Teaching which Women are for- 
bidden in the Church, and yet Teaching 
which they are not forbidden in the Church ; . 
and there is leatning in ſilence, and a learn- 
ing vocally, which Women are allowed as 
aboveſaid : likewiſe out of the Church they 
may pray and propheſy too if they be'co- . 
vered : How fhould it be a ſhame for them 
to be uncovered, if no Men ſee them, nor 
hear them ? And what can a Woman do with 
her Hair on, if the Place where it groweth 
be not covered with it, 'none can tell ? which 
cannot be meant but of ſome place where it 
grows nor, viz. the Face. :

They had a Pſalm, Doctrine, Tongue, 
Revelation, Interpretation, all ready to. uſe 
and improve, elſe they might have, and. de- 
pend on, or expeCt Silent-Meetings, for the 
Lord gives his Bleſlings to Saints in their 
private Meditations, Reading, Studying, 
Prayers and Converſe, in increaſing aud. mul- 
tiplying Graces and Knowledg of himſelf, 
upon chewing the Cud, contemplating upon 
what they have been zaught., ſeeking, ask- 
ing, knocking, unto which great Promiſes 
are annexed, and fulfilled, and the Grounds 
and Subſtances of moſt precious Truths are 
received and digeſted befare the Church 
meets

meets, according as God diſtributes unto 
every one ; ſo that ſome or all may have a 
Pſalm, Doctrine, Tongue, Revelation, In- 
terpretation, to uſe inthe conſtant Worſhip 
of God; for God gives theſe ordinary 
Gifts when and to whom he pleaſes, and. is 
not tied to. give them when the Church is all 
met together only ; we are tied to Means, 
and expect his Bleſſing in the Ule. 
Wherefore as that called Derize cannot 
be denied to be an ordinary and. conſtant 


Gift or Means in the Church, and by all 


allowed. to be digeſted ; and one may or 
hath it as ſavn as the Church is met, becauſe, 
as afore, it follows that the other.. Four arc 
likewiſe to-be in readineſs even as that, or 
elſe that is all that is to be in readineſs, and 
the ordinary and conſtant uſe in the Church 
or cIſe if the other Four are extraordinary, 
and. immediately to be received in the in- 
ſtant of being met, ſo muſt Deftrine alſo : 
And this plain Text is Direction for extra-

But there were then alſo Teachers, 
Prophecy, Revelations, Interpretations.in an 
ordinary manner, and is ſo ſtill, (ſo muſt 
there be Singing too), 


And a Saint of a ſtrange Tongue, .ac-. 
cording to his Notion, may, upon occaſion, 
be at an Aſſembly, and have a Gift to ſpeak, 
but being where none can, interpret, he muſt 
keep hopes there, and ſpeak to himſelf and 
to at another time, and give attendance 
to the Ordinances there, as if he had: no 
Gift at all, according as he can underſtand 
them, elſe it will be confuſion. I ſee no Oþ- 
jection but what will lie againſt the Text.

dinary and miraculous Gifts, and inſtant In- 
ſpirations, and fo felo de ſe, and no rule for 
ordinary, and moſt generally pre-conceived, 
and pre-received to Meetings, at leaſt the 
Grounds of them ; therefore all thoſe Particu- 
lars are ſo, and reipett the ſame Gifts which 


Saints commonly have to edify one another, - 


and not Inſpirations, for there 1s no Means 
' ordinary to obtain extraordinary Gifts. 
I1&vre'Tes ooply Wu, let all things 
be done to edifying ; which is, to build, or 
found an Houſe; and by a Metaphor, to Ad- 
moniſh, to Corrett, to cauſe oneto profit. 
Now 1o'muſt all thoſe Particulars be uſed, 


that the whole Honſe of God, his Church, 


may recetve this Benefit, fo they are not ex- 
traordinary, excepting ordinarysfor they are 
all of them not any more than of ordinary 
uſe in the Church, and for that they all are. 
Now I will rcturn to the two firſt, vz. 
Pſalm, DoStrine, Every one of you bath a 
Pſalm © Pſalmon, a Pſalm; I will let it go 
for a general Name of all finging to God, as 
Dofrine may go for all Teaching; and 
{ome of theſe five Particulars may be near 
of Kin one'to another. But ſure I may be, 
that what kind ſoever itis, it cannot be in- 
ſtantly inſpired Singing, ' for the Reaſons a- 
foreſaid ;, and alſo I think there were never 
ſuch extraordinary Gifts uſed in Publick 
Worſhip, that a Pſaim were extempory, 
iiſtantly, on a ſudden inſpired, and ſung 
as faſt as inſpired in the Church ; but it was

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received afore the Meeting began, and com- 
mitted to. writing by an infallible Prophet, 
and ſo committed unto the Church, for her 
Liſe and Edification ; and they which cX = 
otherwiſe, muſt look for an infallible | 
phet above all that have. been yet, [for gs 
thing Iknow. How eaſy is it for a People to 
be impoſed upon by one who pretends to an 
extraordinary Gift, when it may b='no more 
than a common, may bea natural Gift ? | 

Wherefore I take | hath a Pſalm? tobe, as. 
hath a DoCtrine, (in ſome reſpects, though 
not all ) then'as DoQrine may be premedi- 
tated, ſo maya Pſalm be-preconceived ; all 
the Particulars are 'the common Benefit of 
the Church and its Bleſlings for its Editicatſ- 
on, of which there is.no denial, and it''may 

be feared there hath been too much formali-. 
ty in Prayer and Preaching too, and ſoin 
; _ » ſinging, that being as onlike to eſcape as 
| * other things, but that doth not null a Duty. 
And thence I will affirm, that Pſqims, 
&c. already in the Holy Scriptures,are every 
way to be preferred to and above what can 
be premeditated, or preconceived by any 
- one whatſoever 3 foraſmuch as here, and our 
Saviour, and Paxl and Silas; and 'in the 
Epheſians, Coloſſians, and James, the word 
is uſed in a general way, and not of any 
extemporary, or inſtantly inſpired, it doth 
ſhew plainly all thoſe Pſalms were the then 
known Pſalms already in uſe, and ſuch as 
without hefitancy they might with Heart.and

Voice join together to ſing : And they which 


(52) 
do.not- condemn preconceived Doctrine, or 
Notes, may by no means do it againſt Scrip- 
ture-Pſalms, according to Fames, every par- 
ticular Perſon might ſing Pſalms. . For what 
is poſſible may be.; ſo then every one 
muſt have, or expect extraordinary, ex- 
temporary Inſpirations, 'or they muſt be- 
take themſelves to ordinary prereceived pre- 
conceived Pſalms, and Spiritual Songs. The 
firſt is not- pretended, that it ever was or 
will be in this World ; the latter then 1s 
the thing I ſeek for, and it cannot be denied 
me 3- and-one of theſe two will follow, that 
either the Pſalms, &c. which are already in 
the Scriptures, or thoſe that can may indite, 


and bring them into the Church for its edifi- _ 


cation, or elſe both. © Iindeed prefer the 


_ firſt, though I will not condemn the other 


till I hear what in them is amiſs. 


Nor darel condemn the uſe of. any.Forms- 


verbatim uſed in Publick, which hath been 


* made by the Lord for the edification of his 


Church ſince the World began, (which were 
not typical) ſo they be uſed to edification, 
and decently, and in order. And I will ſhew 
my Opinion in Doftrine alſo, That the 
Teaching and Preaching of Chriſt and his 
Apoſtles or Diſciples, were after the. ſame 


manner, as are their Writings, uſing no ſtrict- 


nor topical Order, but freely paſling, and 
ſuddenly, from one Matter to another, as 
the Spirit led them, the Grounds ere 
| . they 
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they had afore, dat. 13. 52. 44 
And why canndt a ſpiritual Perſon as well 
chuſe a Scripture-Pſalm, as-chuſe a Text to 
ſpeak, or a'Chapter to expound, it being 
plain a Pſalm is allowed, yea, commanded 
ro be ſung, and were ſung in Private and 
Publick ? Could not Believers under all the 
Types, &c. in the Law, be Spiritual to as 
high a degree as any now ? They were com- 
manded to ſing Praiſes with Underſtanding, 
Pſal. 47.7. Wherefore as in many things, 
ſo in this,. we are to ule the direttive Light 
ure, which Grate deſtroys not, but 
perfes it by ſupernatural Relief, whereby 
it becomes ſufficient to guide us in thoſe 
things, and the Obligation of the Church 
unto it immutably, for the ordering all. its 
Afﬀairs, as the Times and Seaſons of her 
Aſſemblies, the Order and Decency wherein 
all things are to be tranſaced in them ; the 
bounding of them as to the number of Saints, 
exceeding the proportion capable of Edifi- 
cation : Eſpecially Advantages are to be: 
made uſe cf in the Qrder and Worſhip of 
the Church, ſuch as are Methods in every 
Duty, in Preaching ; what Tranſlation in 
Palms, which and what Tunes in ſinging ; 


_ continuance in Publick Duties, and how ofc 


the Lord?s Supper; and the like : The things 
themſelyes being divinely appointed, are ca- 
pable of ſuch general DireCtions, in and by 
che Light of Nature, as with ordinary Chri- 
{tian Prudence be on all occaſions applied - 
| | ix 3 and 
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and accommodated unto the Uſe, Practice, 
and Profit of the Church. * This reſpect of 
the Goſpel-Church-State unto the Light of 
Nature, the Holy Spirit demonſtrates in his 
frequent Appeals unto itz in things which 
do belong unto Church-Order, 1 Cor. 7. 

29, 33+ 69-7, Ll, 14515, 16. & 14.8,9,10, 
11,32,33. notwithſtanding the Commenda- 
tions of the Wiſdom and Gifts which they 
came not behind 11. 

And furthermore, this Epiſtle was not.

bility : for before the Law, and under it, Be- 
lievers had preſcribed Forms of Singing, but 
none of Prayer ; and tho the Lord's Prayer 
be alledged for a Pattern, I fear too few un- 
derſtind it ; and it would be intolerable 
Pride for any to forbid its uſe, or to preſcribe 
a Form becauſe Chriſt did ſo.

Paul and Silas did 
both pray and ſing Praiſe ; Nature can do 
this, how much more they that are filled with 
the Spirit, which all Saſhts are required to 
be ? The Priſoners did hear them, tho you: 
will not : many have afore now learned 
Pſalms, and can ſing them together. To 
deny we ought to ſing in a mix'd Congrega- 
tion, is {o fooliſh and frivolous a Notion, that 
I need ſay nothing to it : What have we to 
do with others, or to judg them who are 
without ? Muſt not the Church ſing Pſalms, 
&c. and worſhip God together, becauſe 
Strangers are aſſembled” with them ? If they 


© muſt not ſing God's Praiſes in ſuch a Congre- 
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gation, they muſt not pray then, becauſe o- 
thers will *tis like, and daily do.. join-in their 
Hearts with the Church in that Ordinance, 
which is a cloſer Union than that of uniting 
the Voice : nay, we muſt not admit them 1a 
much as to ſay Amen to our Prayers if this 
were ſo. | The Church is met together to.

Talent, but many ways to the Scandal and 
Detwment of the- Goſpel, dire&tly oppo- 
ling what Chriſt hath commanded, which 
thaygh I be ſure of, yet would I not raſhly 
cenſure thoſe that modeſtly differ. from me 
for this Theme hath not been much contro- 
verted as yet that have ſeen. _ -

Wherefore as 1n Singing, &'e. ſo- all our 
Duties ought to be done 1n Spirit and Fruth,

an eſpecial care to our Hearts, . underſtand 
the inward Man thereby ; to it God looks 
directly ; the Grace of the Heart, Spirit, 
and Underſtanding, are the fame :.

And thoſe words which you have left wit- 
tingly out, do of necellity imply it, what 
[ Chriſt leads them unto, is by them to be 
perſiſted in]. Now Chriſt did lead his 
Church unto ſinging Praiſe to God, by his 
perſonal Example, and joining with them, 
Aatth.26. 30. and commanded it in the 
Church as aforeſaid , wherefore it is a Duty 
by them to be perſiſted in, as well as to 
praiſe God other ways; and ſure I am, 
this was Dr. Oweg's Judgment and Practice, 
which I will challenge any one to difprove, 
both after this were printed as well as afore. 
And Dr. Ower*s Labours,and unwearied Pains 
and Honeſty, may not be abuſed by curtall- 
- Ing his Words:and true Meaning 3 nor the

8. 3. Now Mr. Marlow, in his deſcription 
of the Eſſence of Sin, (as he improperly and 
confuſedly is pleaſed to call it) ſeems wholly 
to exclude Original Sin, (tho 1 am apt to be- 
lieve he is no Arminian) for when in Pag. 6. 
he ſaith, The, Effence of Sin-# in the Spirit ;, * 
(1.) Either by this Expreſſion he means the 
{ſame as he did before, Pag.5- when he ſpoke 
of Singing. The Eſſence of Sin is in the Spi- 
rit, (that 1s) it confifts 11 an inward ſpiritual 
Exerciſe of the Soul or Mind of Man : Andif 
{o, then he wholly excludes Original Sin, 


which dothnot confift in the Act or Exerciſe : 


of the Mind, but is born with vs, and ſpeaks 
only of Actual Sinzand neither doth he ſpeak 
of all Actual Sip, but only of one Species or 
Kind, namely.of Heart and Thought ; and

But I ſuppoſe 
he takes not. that Expreſſion in this latter 
ſenſe, viz. the Eſſence of Sin 1s in the Spi- 
rit as its SubjeCt 3 but in the former, *tis in 
the Spirit, as it conſiſts i in an inward ſpiritual

ſometimes without words, in petitioning for 
_ things agreeable to his Will. Prayer is 
* therefore either Mental or Vocal ; theſe are 
two Species of Prayer In general. Now to- 
ſay Vocal Prayer is not Prayer, becauſe Men- 
> tal is, is all one as to ſay, two Species cannot 
* agree in one Genus, or that a Man 1s not an 
Animal, becauſe a Brute is ; but ſuch Ab- 
ſurdities are unworthy Confutation. The 
Eſſence therefore of Prayer, conſiſts not in 
the Mode of performance, whether it be 
done with the Mind only, or with the Voice 
alſo.
